” Raveſtein, who had unadviſedly 
engag'd himſelf in the Siege of Me- 
| rele and began to ſee his faulr, en- 
| deavour'd all he could to re-fix him- 
ſelf in the good opinion of the Grand 
T Maſter, and to oblige him to come 
to his rclief: He ſent ro him by the 
Knight de Gavaſion, who was come 
"to him on the behalf of the Order, 
"that the Venetians having frawn 
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him ro Metelrne before the arrival 
of the Knight, he could not avoid 
beſieging the City. That at firſt he. 
had raisd a Battery, which had no 
ſucceſs, as being planted againſt the 
ſtrongeſt part of the Wall ; but that 
having chang 'd his Battery, the Ca> 
non wrought wonders ; bur that he 
could not - determine with himſelf 
ro make a general Onſer without 
him ; believing withall, that the 
Event of the Storm would not 
prove ſucceſsful, unleſs the Knights 
of Rhodes had their ſhare, That the 
Venetians had thirty  Galleys before 
Meteline, not counting his.

The Grand Maſter hearing no 
ws of the Pope's fifteen Galleys, 
d not enduring that any thing 
ſhould be ated againſt the Tyrs, 
by rein he had not his ſhare, re- 
folv'd toſacrifice his Reſentments ro 
tis Honour, and the Intereſts of the 
Church. He thought himſelf oblig'd 
Wo, for the Reputation of the Arms

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what ever reaſon he had to be diſ- 
leas'd with him. Therefore that he 
might at with Honour, beſides the 
four Galleys and four Barks which 
he was to ſet forth by the Articles 
of the League, hereſolv/d tro rake 
along with him the Great Ship be- 
bnging to the Order, twelve great 
Galliors, ſeveral Brigantines, ſeveral 
Foiſts,with ſome 1[ra/ian and Catalo- 
wan Veſlels which he had hir'd. 

Art his departure, he left very 
good Orders behind him ; for hay- 
ing declar'd the Grand Commander 
| ©fſz his Lieutenant to govern with 

the Council, he preſcrib'd him every 

| week 
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week-to \give publick Audience -t0 
the People : ,and in cafe any of the 
Knights ſhould withſtand him, tg 
proceed againſt them according to 
the Forms and Rigour of the Sta 
rutes. The management of the 
Treaſure, for a time, he committed 
to the care of , the Admiral; 
and particularly charg'd .the Grand 
Marſhal to be exa&t in doing Juſtice 
to the Knights. 

For the ſecurity of Rhodes, he 
gave order, that Guards ſhould be 
kept in all the Poſts of the Lan- 
guages, as if the place were Belicg'd; 
and he himſelf nam'd ſuch and fuch 
Knights to ride their Rounds about 
the I{land, to hinder the Landing of 
the Barbarians. 

The Council, in requital, to ſhew 
the particular eſteem which oy 
had for the Grand Maſter, order'd, 
That. all the Knights that accom- | 

ani'd him ſhould enjoy the privi- |} 
edges of Reſidence, as if preſent at I 
Rhodes: Thar all EleQions of Pri- 
ors and Bailiffs ſhould ſurceaſe in I} 
his abſence, that he might deliberate 
upon 
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pon ſuch Affairs as ſhould preſent 
mſelves, and that his Decrees 
ſhould be of the ſame force and au- 
thority,as if iſſu'd out of his Palace * 
and that in regard a great number of 
Knights were to attend the Grand 
Maſter, it was ordain'd, thar after 
their departure, no Knighe ſhould 
fiir out of the. Ifland, bur upon the 
wgent affairs of the Order. 

Things being thus ſetled , and 
twelve Veſſels of the Fleer being 
gone before ro ſtay for the Knights 
& Zango, the Grand Maſter em- 
bark'd the 21 of November, attend- 
& ro the Sea by a great throng of 
People, who could not bur let fall 
tears at his departure, eſpecially 
when they ſaw him threaten d by a 
niling Tempeſt ere he was out of 
fight. 

His impatience to beat the aſſault 
of Meteline, caus'd him to make all 
the haſte imaginable. Scarcely had 
he reach'd Lango, when the Knight 
 Baldovin, whom he had ſent be- 
fore to advertize the French and Ve- 
netians of his coming, brought him

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news. that the Siege was rais'd ; at 
the ſame time — him Letterg 
from Ravefteen and Peſaro. Ra. 
veſtein'; ſignifid to him in a few 
words, 'That the Siege of Meteliye 
being an Enterpriſe much more dif- 
ficulr,. then it had ſeem'd to be to 
men of yery good judgment, he 
thoughr fit to leave it off, That the 
Seaſon being far ſpent, his care was 
how to be gone before it grew 
worſe, which would be in two days 
at fartheſt, with his good leaye. 
The Letter from Peſaro was larger, 
and more rational ; the effe& where- 
of was, 'That whereas Raveſtein 
had undertaken the Siege without 
adviſing with the Venetzans, he had 
alſo rais'd it of his own head : That 
it was-no wonder, that an Enterpriſe 
ſo ill manag'd ſhould have no better 
ſacceſs.

Holineſs was ſetung out thirteen 
wore, the care of which he had 
iven to the Knight Fabrzicio de Ca- 
tta, who was then at Genoa: This 
ews was brought ro Rhodes by an 
nvoy of the Biſhop of Baffo, un- 
der whoſe Condutt the Galleys ſet 

Sail, and who had alſoin Charge a 
Brief from the Pope to be deliver'd 
"to the Grand Mauer. This Brief con- 
tain'd many Applauſes of the Grand 
Maliers Actions, and many Excuſes 
of the Popes Negle& : That he had 
the moit ſincere intentions in the 
world, but thar the misfortunes of 
the times would not ſuffer him ro 
keep his word ; that he wouid re- 
pair what was paſt with advantage, 

and ſend Twenty Galleys inſtead of 
Fifteen. 

But 
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ut he reſoly 
» ypt, as he intended, he fell into 

rmentia with fourſcore thouſand 
fighting mcn, drawn thither by the 
Neighbourhood , and the hatred 
which he bore the Turks. In this 
Expedition, 1hmaet ſoon maſtered 
Armenia, after he had cut in pieces 
above twenty thouſand men. Baja- 
Set alarm'd by the Succeſs of the 
Conqueror, gather'd all his Forces 
rogether ro detend himſelt; but he 
could not believe himſelt able to 
reſiſt ſo potent an Enemy, while he 
was at odds with the Chriſtians, For 
that reaſon he made Propoſitions of 
Peace to the Grand Maſter and the 
Republick of Venzce. 

The Grand Malter, who had in- 
telligenc2 of every thing, and in par- 
ticular knew the Conſternation of 
the Grand Signior, fail'd not to give 
notice of it to the Pope, that never a 


fairer opportunity offer'd/it felt ro 
ruine 


But to return to the Sophi, He 
had no ſoonereſtabliſh'd his Throne, 
partly by fair, partly by toul means, 

'd to extend his Con- 
a Inſtead of advancing againſt 
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mine the Common Enemy : Thar 
Bajazet was oblig'd,to go in Per- 
ſon againſt the Pe» ian, for want of 
a Baſha experiencd in Military Af- 
fairs, in whom he could abſolutely 
confide : That the Scphz, a liberal 
and affable Prince, drew to his Party 
the Militia of the Grand Signior : 
That there was no likelihood of any 
zxccord between Perſia and Turky, 
in regard a Conqueror hates no- 
thing more then Peace. Therefore 
he beſought his Holineſs not to ne- 
pect the opportunity that Provi- 
dence + preſented, Bur the Commo- 
tions in 1:aly render'd all theſe Re- 
monſtrances void, For while the 
Turks and Per/jrns make War one 
wainſt another, the French and 
Spaniards break the Peace which 
they had made. They had contra- 
Qed an Alliance againſt Frederick 
of N.zples, who ſucceeded Ferdinand 
his Nephew, and had /got poſlel- 
ſion of his Dominions by force of 
Arms. But Ambition ſoon divided 
them, which it had united, Lewzs 
the XII, and Ferdznand King of 
| Caſtile, 
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other ; neither could endure a Com. 
petitor nor a Companion , both of 
them claim the -whole Kingdom 
which they had parted betwixt 
them. And the differences of their 
Miniſters, rouching . the limits of 
their common Conyuelts ſerving for 
a pretence, occaſion d a moii bloody 
War, that fill'd all /zaly with hor- 
rour and confuſion. 

The Biſhop of Baffo, who had 
joyn'd himſelt with the Fleet of the 
Venetians, had intelligence of the 
Ruyture between the two Crowns, 
at what time the Naval Army of the 
Venetians had taken the Iſland of 
Santa Maura from the Turk, with 


the affiſtance of a Squadron of 


Knights which the Grand Maſter 
ſent them, and ſome Galleys of a 
French Captain, call'd Pre Fan de 
Bidoux, a very underſtanding Sea- 
min, and a very ſtout Souldicr. Pre- 
ſently. the Biſhop gave a ſhrewd 
gueſs at the il] ſucceſs of the League 
by the ſtate of affairs in Iraly, and, 


according to. his Inſtruftions, he 
gave

That new diviſions hinder'd his Ho- 
linefs from being exact to his word. 
He added, Thar of Twenty Galleys

' from the Pope ; which were almoſt 
expir d, and molt certainly would

So thar wichour raking any no- 
tice of the Biſhop of Baffu's advice, 
he fellagain ro writing to the Fope, 
After he had congratulated rhe Pope 
for the Succeſs of his Galleys in the 
taking Sima Minra, h> beſought 
him to keep them ſtill jn readineſs, 
and to excite the Vene/zans to pre-

.they could, He befought him toen- 
deavour the reconciliation of the 
two Kings, and-to make uſe of all 
his Art in that particular. He 
preſs'd with new vehemency the Em- 
mere, and other Kings,. particular- 
y the King of England, who was 
ycry powerful at Sea, and who was 
very zealous for the Intereſts of the 
Church. After which, committing 
the reſt into the hands of Provi- 
dence, he ſer himſelf ro regulate 
the Cuſtoms both of the People, and 
the Knights.

Others he made 
ew, according to the Conſtitution 
of the preſent Time, For ſeeing 
pw far the Impiety and Luxury. of 
the Knights. had extended - it ſelf, 
tho liv d more like Seculars and 
Libertines, then men .in Holy Or- 
&rs, he ordain'd, That: whoſoe'er 
tould ſwear by, or blaſpheme the 
Name of God, or ſpeak a word to 
e diſhonour of the Virgin M:ry, 
w the Saints, for the firſt fault ſhould 
ladergo the puailh-

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and that they that were pur into 
theſe Priſons, ſhould loſe three years 
priviledge of Precedency. 

Ke alſo forbade, that the Knights 
ſhould habit themſelves Ike other 
people of the world, or wear any 
thing that had the leaſt ſem- 
blance of Gallantry or: Vanity. He 
order d particularly, rhat their ha: 
birs ſhould be plain, and of one co- 
Jour ; and that if any Knight dif- 
obey'd this Order, beſides the pu- 
niſhment of the Quarantine, his Ha- 
bir ſhould be confiſcate to the Pub- 
lick Treaſury. 

But though he lov'd Modeſtyin 
Habir, he was Magnificent in all 
things that concern'd the Ornament 
'and Beautifying of the Church; as, 
the ſtarely Tapeſtries, Statues of Sil- 
yer, Croſſes of Gold, Chalices, and 
Image- Chariots of Malta, engraven 
with his Arms for the. moſt part, tc- 
ſtifie to this day. | 

While he employ d himſelf in th's 
manner,in expeQation of his Emballic 
& Letters in reference to the League, 
the 1Ipaniards, who had for theit 
Captain 
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Captain in the Kingdom of Naples 
Hlexander Cordova, fir-nam'd the. 
Great Captain, . made moſt. cruel 
War againſt the French ; and both 
Parties grew ſo violent one againſt 
another, that there was no likeli- 
hood of Peace, The Pope, inſtead 
, of /abouring an accommodation and 
' Frcconcilemenr berween the two Na- 
tions, as the Grand Maſter had de- 
fird him, openly favour'd the Spa- 
wards, and fed the fire which he 
bught to have exringuiſh'd. Beſides, 
he had no other thoughts jn his 
head, bur how to Aggrandize Ceſar 
Borzia his Son, Duke of Valertinots, 
whom he paſſionately lov'd ſo far, 
gs to darc any thing, and think 
any thing lawful for his advance- 
ment and enrichment, Bur that 
 Ewhich- direQly ruin'd the Croiſade, 
{was this, That the Venetians, tir'd 
with the War, made Peace with the 
Turks, aſter ſeveral private Negoti- 
ations, wherein the Knights, of 
Rhodes were not taken notice of. in 
the leaſt, By this Peace, the Vene- 
fins reſtord the Iſland of . Santa 
i E Ee 3 Manra, 
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Maura, which Peſara had fortifi'd 
at great Expences ; and the 'Grand 
Signior engag'd himſelf to reſtore 
what he had taken from the Ve. 
E. : netian Merchants, from the begin- 
ing of the War. LZad:/laus King of 
© Andas ſoon follow'd the example 
of the Republick, making an agree- 
ment, though not very Honourable, 
with Bajazet. Thele fad ridings 
ierc'd the very heart of the Grand 
Maſter; and to add to his afflici- 
on, -he underſtood at the ſame time, 
that his Holineſs had conferr'd 
Commanderies of the Order upon 
Secular Perſons , and that he had 
promis'd the Prioric of Caſtzle to 
* Don Henry of Toledo, Conlidering 
neither, the Priviledges of Innocent 
the VHT.the Nature of the Revenues 
of the Order, nor the Dignity of the 
Generaliſſimo of the League, whom 
he had ele&ed himſelt. 

The Grand Maſter fo | highly re- 
ſented fuch irregular proceedings, 
pro: he wrote ro the Pope; and 
Without ſwerving from' that reſpe&

The whole City was fill'd with 
Vows, Praycrs, and Preceſſions. 
Bur his ſickneſs encreaſing more and 
more, hc: rceciy'd the one os

an ardent Devotion , which both 
edifi'd and pierc'd the hearts of all 
that ſtood by, After that, he call'd - 
all che Knights of the Council, and 
recolleing all the ſtrength he had

$ars Croſs, and the third the Stan- 
*dard of Generaliſſimo, Four other 
Knights held cach of them a Ban- 
Ener, whereon were embroider'd the

©" Aubuſſon. On each ſide of him 
Rood rwo Altars, dreſs'd up with 
*Canopies over cach ; on the one was

*'His Obſcquies were perform'd 
the -nexr day following, which the 
publick Griet contributed ro rendet 
more ſolemn, then all rhe Funeral 
Pomp. He was carri'd ro the Church 
upon the ſhoulders of the principal 
Grand-Croſſes , and Interr'd in the 
Chappel he himſelf had built, 
- The firſt General Chapter that 
was held at Rhodes under Emery 
D' Amboiſe, his Succeſlor, decreed, 
' Thar in Honour of the Memory of 
the Grand Maſter D' Aubuſſon, the 
Order ſhould, ar the Expence of the 
 Publick Treafury, erect him a Mag- 
nificent Tomb in Braſs; and that 
an Epitaph ſhould be Engrav'd 
upon 4, reciting the moſt 1uitrious 
Actions of his Life.

ever, the Encomiums which Popes, 
Princes, and Hiſtorians *have 
given the famous Peter D' Aubuſſon, 
may well ſupply the place of that; 
Epitaph. Jzxtus the IV. and Inno- 
\cext the VIII. affirm in their Briefs, 
{that the Holy See - was infipitely 
'oblig'd ro him, and that they could 
*not ſufficiently acknowledge. the 
Services he had done the Faithful), 
in putting a ſtop, by his cares, 'and 
with the price of his own blood, to 
the Conqueſts of Mahomet the Se- 
*cond, the moſt Formidable Enemy 
of Chriſtendom. Alexander . the 
Sixth confeſs'd, That there was in 
the Grand Maſter a Sincere Faith; 
an Heroick Valour, an Exquiſite 
Prudence, and a moſt- perfe&t Ex- 
perience in all things that concern'd 
the War againſt the Zurks. The 
Emperour Maximilian, Ferdinand 
of Caſtile, and Matthias Corvin 
King of Hungary, often call'd him 
in their Letters, The Tamer of the 


Ottomans, and the Support of the 
Church, 
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Father of his Countrey, the Pro- 
retor of the Unfortunate, andthe 
Invincible Defender "of Rhodes, 
Vifforelus, in his Additions to 
C. Gaconius, fays, Thar all was 
great in him, his Wit, his Courage, 
and his Piety : Thar being inveſted 
with the Sacred Purple, he was never 
the more remiſs in Military Du- 
ties ; and that he had perform'd 
at - one time Actions worthy of a 
Holy Cardinal, and a Generous 
Sonldier, The fame Author adds, 
That the Magnanimous D” Aubi|: 
ſon, in' all the Condudt of his Lite, 
had no other aim, then onely the 
Glory of God, and Honour of his 
* Order ; That he govern'd his Sub- 
jets with as much Lenity as Ju- 
ſtice; and that his Paternal Good- 
neſs was principally eminent to- 
wards the Poor. The Ecclefiaſti- 
cal Hiſtory ſpeaks of him as of a 
moſt admirable Perfori, and one 
that merited all manner of Ap- 
plauſe.

Villiers was abſent at the time of his 
being elected, - and therefore Gabriel 
de Pomerols was choſen his Lieutenant 
till his arrival.

And therefore there was an 
Anſwer return'd him in the name of 
the Grand Maſter; by which he plainly 
underſtood that he was diſcover'd:that 
the Rhodians neither tear d nor truſted 
him; ſo that he was likely to find it 
afar more difficult | task to conquer 
them, then he had found at Belgrade.

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and inereepo all his Veſſels. For 
which reaſon he was conſtrain'd- to 
keep a Fleet alwates out at Sea: Be- 
ſides, that as long as thoſe of the Or- 
der kept footing in Rhodes,they would 
be continually animating and inciting 
the Chriſtian Princes to make War 
upon him, and to league themſelves 
together for the Recovery of the holy 
Land. He had found among the pri- 
vate Memoirs of Se/im his Father, \ 
the onely way for him to ſecure his 
-own affairs, was to make himſelf Ma- 
-ſter of Belgrade and Rhodes ; by the 
{ſcituation whereof the Chriſtians _ 
-alwaies an opportunity to bring the 
War into-the Fſ of his Terdieicn 
He was alſo importun'd and preſs'd 
thereto by the complaints of the Inha-

- jects of Egypt and Syria, who were 

neteradlly alarum'd, pillag'd, and 
plunder'd by thoſe of the Order. He 
was alſo the more incited thereto by 
the opportunity which - preſented it 
ſelf by reaſon of the Diviſions and 
Wars between Charles the fifth oy 
ene 
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the King of France, from whom all 
the main Succour-muſt come, hich 


the/Knights could expect: and more / 


then all this, by the daily intelligence 
which he had receiv'd trom a Jewiſh 
Phyſician, whom Se/im had ſent to 
live in Rhodes for a Spy. 'Ihis Phy- 
fician expert in his Art, had perform'd 
many excellent Cures, and - by his 
officiouſneſs and diligence tbward all 
people had*ſo infinuated himſelf into 
the-acquaintance and tavour of the 
Principal Knights of the Order, that 
he cally div'd-into their ſecrets, and 
ſent his Advices ito a Greek: af  Scz, 
who convey'd them to Conſtantinople. 
Among other things he advertiz'd $S9- 
iymai,, that there was a great part of 
the:'Wall thrown down near'the_ Bul- 
wark. of Auvergne to be rekwilt ac- 
cording to the Deſign and Directions 
of the Engineers, 10 that the City 
might be caſſfy ſurprizd, if his Fleet 
came-in"time:to attacque 16 un that 
place.”

-Grand Maſter, ever 1ince the diffe- 
rence that happen'd 'betweens them 
ever ſince the Battel 'of Layaſſo; and 
againſt-the Order it ſelf, for that not- 
withſtanding all his underhand deal- 
Jing for the Honour, they had elefted 
with an unanimous conſent, the Grand 
Maſter, both for his merit and his ver- 
:tues. This venom of Ambition, Ma. 
lice and Revenge ſo ſtrongly poſleſs'd 
him, and-gain'd fo far upon him, as 
tomake him reſolve upon this hideous 
Act of Treaſon. The day of the'Ele- 
Gion he was heard to ſay, that this 
would be the laſt Grand Maſter of 
Rhodes: And ſome dajes before the 
Siege, he wiſh'd his ſoul in the hands 
of the Devil, ſo that Rhodes and the 
Order might be ruin'd.

Solyman found this to be ſound In. 
telligence, knowing that Amaral was 
one of the Principal Knights, and be. 
ing of thejr Council, knew whatever 
was decreed or voted for the defence 
of the City; and ſent back the ſlave 
laden with gifts, and promiſes of fu- 
ture rewards. Amaral entertain'd 
him, pretending he had brought his 

Ranſom. This ACtiancaus'd in many 

an extream diſlike, and a general ſuf- 

pition of him, but by reaſon of his 
Dignity and Authority, there were 
none that durſt to ſpeak their minds 
treely. 

In the mean time Leo deceas'd,after 
he had goyern'd the Papacy eight 
years ; and So/ymay made all his pre- 
parations as. privately as poſſibly he 
cou'd, giving it-out that he intended 
either for Apulia or Cyprus. Never- 
theleſs the Grand/Maſter was a _

was for'the Order to put themſelves 
to unneceſlary chargesat a time when 
their Exchequer ran low. However 
the Grand Maſter receiv'd more cer- 
tain and pregnant Intelligence by a 
paguſun, a perſon of underſtanding, 
and- one that had the Turkiſh Lan- 
guage at command, whom he had 
ſent to Conſtantinople tor a Spy, that 
the Grand Signior was ſetting forth a 
vaſt number of Ships, and preparing 
all ſorts of Engines of War, and Guns 
of an extraordinary bigneſs ; and that 
there was a ſtop upon all perſons go- 
ing to Rhodes without the leave of the 
Governours. Thereupon the Grand 
Maſter making no farther doubt of

Neverthelets 
he deſir'd a fatecondutt for an Embal.

The 
Embaſſadour being arriv'd at Por? Fi/- 
co, found Horſes there ready for him, 
and went Poſt to Conſtantinople, leav- 
ing the Greek behind; who being 
unwilling to travel alone through an 
Enemies Country 1o far a journey, re- 
turn'd to Rhodes in the fame Veſſel 
that carry'd him.

To 
this theCouncil thought itnotconveni- 
enttoreturn any. aniwer, but to ſtand 
reſolutely upon their guard, There- 
upon the Grand Maſter having certain 
advice that the Fleet was under fail, 
detac'd all the Gardens without the 
City, beginning. with his own, and 
caus'd the Earth and rubbiſh to be car: 
ry dinto the Town, where 1t was of 
great uſe for the repair of breaches. 
He ſent alſo for the Country peoplein, 
poyſon'd the waters, -and burnt the 
Corn 'and ſtraw that remain'd upon 
the Ground. The Vanguard of the Fleet 
that firſt apggar'd conſiſted of 30 Gal- 
lys; out "hich ſome few of the 
Turks landed in Largo to burn and 
pillage according to their cuſtom. But 
the Commander of the Fort mounting 
all his men, charg'd them ſo vigo- 
rouſty, that having ſlain five or ſix, and 
takenthree priſoners, he drove the reſt 
to their Galleys, though his own 
Horſe were kill d under him,and ſome 
tew of his men wounded. Thereupon 
the Turks left Lange, and madeto the 
Jews 
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Jews Caſtle, and fo entring the Gulf 


of Efimes, about fifteen miles from 
Rhodes they were firſt diſcover'd by 


"the ſentinels jrom Mount Sa/lac. The 


24th. ot Jane, being St. Johns day, the 
Turks came to an anchor on thar ſide 


of Rhodes, where ſtood the Caſtle Fa- 


'vit. There they landed,and burnt the 
Corn upon the ground,& the ſame day 


the body of the Fleet appear'd in the 
Gulf of Fſſimes, where the 30 Galleys 
joyn'd with the main Body. And yet 
the danger being ſo neer, there hap- 
—_ almoſt as. dangerous a Conteſt 

tween the Auvergnian, and. Ger- 
man Languages; while the Germans 
pretended that one part of the new 
Baſtion next St. Georges Gate belong'd 
to them, and the Auvergnians, claim'd 
itto themſelves; inſomuch that they 
had like to have come to blows. But 
the Grand Maſter interpoſing his Au- 


;thority, the deciſion of the contro- 


verlie was referr'd tothenext General 


Chapter. Inthe meantime it wasor- 
- der'd that no other enſigns ſhould be 


ſet upthere but thoſe of the GrandMa- 
ſter and of the Order, Gg4 BY 
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The 26 of June the whole Fleet way 
fdiſcaver'd making direftly fromthe 
Gulf ofE/tmes for Rhodes ;/and comin 

to: that part of the Ifle which 1s calf d 
the Foſs or Hole, 8 miles from Rhodes 
they came to an Anchor; which' nota 
little conſternated the womenand com 
mon people of the City.But the Grand 
Maſter without the leaſt ſhew of Alte: 
ration in his Countenance, with his ac- 
cuſtom'd conſtancy and ſerenity, went 
upand down from place toplace-pro- 
viding forevery thing ; and thatver 

day, which ſeem'd to be the mo} 
terrible, caus'd Service to befaid, and 
Proceſſions to be made with the ſame 
order and tranquility, as 1f-ithad bin 
in a time of undiſturb'd peace: After 
that, he caus'd the Gates to be ſhut, 
and ifſr'd out of his palace arm'd; and 
attended by his guards, cauſing the 
Prums to beat, and thetrumpets to 
ſound, the-Souldiers to take their ap- 
pointed Poſts,and ſet up the ſtandards 
andenſigns upon the ſeveral Towers 
and Baſtzons, which a far off afforded 
a.nobleand magnificent ſight, reviv'd 
the courage ofthe Souldiery, and ” 
| flea 
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"ledthe Reſolution of the people. © In 
the mean time the'30 Gatleys made 
ypto Cape St. Martin; theze' to: keep 
Guard, and to ſurprize- ſuch Ve ſets 
as ſhould come to bring relief to the - 
belieged.Late in the evening the whole 
Fleet, conſiſting of ahundred fail, left 
the Foſs* or Hole, and paſting by the 
Port at three miles diſtance, 'came 
and: rode in another part of the Iſland 
at a place call'd Parambolin, ſix miles 
from the City; becauſe it was a rode 
ſecure from the Weſt winds that blow 
hard'in that Channel. Some dayes 
after the reſt of the Fleet joyn'd, and 
lay there at an Anchorall the time of 


the Siege. a \ 
There were in this Fleet a hundred® 
Galleys, befides the thirty before men- 
tioned ; thirty great Galeaſles, fifteen 
Mahons, tweaty Flat-bottom'd Boats , 
ſixty. Fufts, and a great number of 
Brigantines, ten ortwelve great Ships, 
as big as Gallions, carrying proviſions. 
- Some few daies: after. arriv'd [more 
from. $yrza, .and. other parts; /fo that 
the whole Fleet conſiſted of 400 Sail - 


of all ſorts, and the Army of, two 
150 hundred 
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hundred thouſand men, of which fxty 


thouſand were Pioneers. 


The fame day that the Fleet ar- 
riv'd at Paramboliy, the Grand Maſter 
diſpatch'd the Chevalier Breſols to the 
Pope, the Chevalier Andugar to the 
Emperour and King of Spazn, and the 
Chevalier D'An/onville to the Kings 
of Exgland and France, to give them 
notice of the Siege, and to crave ſuc- 
cour. Other Knights he diſpatch'd 
away to buy all the Ammunition and 
war-like Proviſions they could, and to 
haſten back with all ſpeed to Rhodes. 
He alſo fent away ſummons to the 
abſent Knights, to repair forthwith to 
-the defence of their Ifland. 
The 7urks were thirteen dajes be- 
fore they made onerThot, or any other 
attempt, by reaſon that the Lyczar 
Army was not come up;butno ſooner 
was that Army enter the Iſland, but 
the Turks began to ſet up their Pa- 
vilions, and to lodge ther Camp un 
a place out ofthe reach of the Rhodian 
Artillery, to land their Guns, mount 
and plant them, opentheir Trenches, 
and make their approaches. Then 1t 

was 
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was that the Grand Maſter left his 
'own. Palace, and took up his Quarters 
St. Marys of the Victorie, as being 
the-weakelt part ot. the City, and upon 
which the Turks in ther former Siege 
had made their chiefeſt Aſſaults. At 
the ſame time alſo the Zarks,tor a be- 
ginning, rais'd a little Penthouſe of 
Boards, trom whence they ſhot at 
the Poſts of Exzland and Provence. But 
the Artillery trom the Town imme- 
diately ruin'd it, and kill'd the Can- 
noneers. Aſﬀter that they rais'd two 
other Patteries upon the Hill of Saint 
Coſmus, and St. Damian, - and ſhot a- 
gainſt the Poſts of Exg/and and Spain, 
but the ſhot trom the City ruin'd thoſe 
in the ſame manner. 

As the Turks were labouring to ad- 
. vance their Trenches to the place 
where they deſign'd to plant their 
Canon, the beſieg'd were very del1- 
rous to make a Salley ; to which the 
Grand Maſter having giv'n his con- 
fent, St. Athanaſius's Gate was open d, 
and out they fell upon thoſe thacwere 
working in the Trenches ; with whom 
they made ſuch work, that the 7ar{, 


wer 
© 
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were all cut to pieces, before any re: 
" lief conld come to them. Burt then 
the beſieged obſerving a great Body 
ing toward them; retir'd skir- 


miſhing under «the Erg/z/þ and Spa- 


iſþ Guns, which then playing upon 
the Enemy, made a dreadtul havock 
among them, in regard they came 


on ſo thick, that it was impoſſible for 


a bullet to miſs. The Chriſtians af 


terwards made ſome Sallies with like 


ſucceſs; but becauſe ſome one or 
other {till fell, the Grand Maſter con- 
ſidering that the loſs of one man was 
more to him then the loſs of a hun- 
dred to the Enemy, forbid any more 
Sallies to be made: For it was ob- 
ſerv'd, that during the Siege the firſt 
Army was recruited with above a 
hundred thouſand men; which was 
an eaſie thing for them to do, having 
the Land ſo near them to befriend 
them, and ſuch a number of Veſſels 
every day ready at command. 

The Galleys being over, the Turks 


advanc'd their Trenches with more 
freedom. So that they rais'd in ſeve- 
ral-places above ſixty MOREY 

againſt 


-his acquaintance, and having ſhav'd 
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againſt the Poſts of Exg/and, Provence, 


$pain and Jtalyz; but the Artillery 
;from the Town overthrew ſo many, 
that only thirty four remain'd. 


. At that time arriv'd at Rhodes a 


Gentleman whoſe name was Gabriel 
tRadin Martinengo, a perſon well 
known for his. skill in Fortifications, 
whom Bozo had periſwaded to leave 
Candy and come to the aſliſtance of the 
\Rhodians. Him the Grand Maſter 
highly honour'd, gave him the habit of 


the 'Order, and permiſſion to wear 


the Croſs; made him ſupernitendanr 


over the Artillery, with a promiſe of 
the firſt Vacancy that fell in the tal;- 
an Language:honours which he highly 
deſerv'd, by carrying himſelf ſo nobly 
and ' vertuouſly all the time of the 
SICgE. 

Now thatthe Grand Maſter might 
ſethim at work, he ſignifi'd his delire 
to know the condition of the Turki/þ 
Army, and what they intended to do. 
Whereupon, a Mariner, born in .7re- 
bizond,;then in the ſervice of theOrder, 
; took ſeven or eight young men of 


and 
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and clad themſelves in Turkiſh Habir, 
they took Melons, Cowcumbers, and 
other fruits, and ſecretly embark'q 
| themſelves the next night: and avoy- 
ding the Turkiſh Fleet, made out to the 
Sea, and fo return'd by break of day 
in ſight of Rhodes, as if they had 
come from 7urky. From thence th 
made to the Cape which is neareſt to 
Lxcia, where the Merchants met from 
a 
ſorts to the Army; There they put 
to, fale their Melons and Cowcumbers, 
and Frankly inquir'd what news of 
the Army. The Turks, who took 
them ſor natural 7arks, as willingly 
ſatisfy 'd them, and tojd them the 
whole condition of their Forces. When 
they had fold-all, and underſtood all, 
they made out to Sea again, having 
receiv'd two Turks into their Vellel, 
with much 'entreaty, that were weary 
ofan Army Lite. Thoſe they bound 
hand and foot, and brought along with 
them into Rhodes, and preſented to 
the Grand Maſter, 'who order'd the 
Prior of St. Gites, and Martinengo to 
examin them: Theſe two 7urts be- 


ing 


parts to ſell Refreſhments of all 
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ing carry'd up to theſteeple of St.Joh», 
hhew'd the Prior and Martinengo how 
the Quarters of rhe, Turkish Army 
were diſpos'd; told them the Number 
ofthe Souldiers; that Solymas himſelf 
was ſpeedily expected; that the: Soul- 
diers grew out of heart, and mutined a- 
painſt theirCommanders, being weary 
ofa war,to which they cry'd they were 
kad as to a Slaughter Houſe, with 
many other things not believ'd at firſt, 
4s being thought to have bin ſpoken 
gut oof tlattery, or to procure good en. 
tertainment to themſelves, butwhich 
were indeed really true. For Perz Ba- 
ſha obſerving a manifeſt and dangerous 
Mutiny in the Army, Iifpatch'Faway 
aCourrier to Solyman to give hin In- 
telligence, and to ſupplicate him to 
come in perſon forthwith, that he 
might put aſtopto the fedition by his 
preſence and Authority. Solymar flies 
through 4/7 the leſs with an incredi- 
ble ſpeed, -and embarking at Port 
Fiſco, arriv'd in Rhodes the 28th. of 
Jaly, where he was receiv'd with great 
triumph, and lodg'd himſelf four or 
five miles from the City at a place 
call'd 
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' _ call'd Megalandra, out of the reach of 
the Canon. Solyman held a council, 
and reſoly'd. upon a ſtrict enquiry 
whence the Mutiny. proceeded, and 
a ſeyere puniſhment of the Authors, 
But - Per; Baſha by his grave remon- 
ſtrances ſoon ſottned and appeas'd 
his wrath, He laid before him that 
this mutiny rather-proceeded from tear 
& an apprehenſion ofdanger then from 
Malice orRebellion, and that therefore 
his Majeſty might by his authority 
reduce .them to their duty; knowing 
that the Turks had the Ortoman riame 
in ſo much Veneration, that upon his 
IPPRSrINEe they would ſoon recollett 
themſelves, and return to their Obedt- 
ence; but that Rigour was now unſea- 
ſonable,eſpecially againſt the old Sou 
diers, without whoſe aſliſtance he 
could never compals ſo great a deſign 
as the taking of Rhodes. Solymas 
hearken'd to his advice, aſſemb 
all the Army together, made them lay 
down their Armes, ard proſtrate 
themſelves' upon the Ground : then 
ſitting ona RoyalThrone,under a Rich 
Canopy, turning his tace this way =

Solyman had no ſooner ent Ry 
Harangue, but he withdrew into

Captaine® And from that time'it was, 
That the Souldiers recover'd their coy- 


rage, became more obedient and de. 


liberate, and proceeded in all things 
withmore order and condu&t; Now 
they continu'd . their batteries more 
terribly then before. They alſoplay'd 
in three ſeveral places with two great 
braſs-Cannons like Morter-Peices,that 
carry'd marble-bullets of a- prodigious 
weight, and yet all rhe harm'then to 
kill 25 men, and the'Chevalier'Lyonce! 
that commanded theBaſtion of Coſquiy. 
This battery they left oft by the ad- 
vice of the JewiſhPhyſitian, who gave 
them,notice how little good* it had 
done; After the Turks made it their 
buſingls to advance their trenches, 
and_to fill up the moats with 
Earth ;.and though the Artillery ofthe 


nevertheleſs they gave not over their 
work fl they had finiſh'd a_great bat- 
tery, between the Spaniſh and Awverg. 
»1anFoſt, and another againſtthat of 
Ttaly,and there they lodg d their Can- 
agh tha play'd upon the beſieg'd fo 

furiouſly 


Uans continually fir'd upon them, 
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furiouſly. that they durſt not peep a- 
|bove ;the battlements, till they Fad 
made themſelves new defences '-of 
wood and plankes, upon which the 
-Beſiegers having advanc'd their tren- 
iches to the fide of the Moat, made 
certain- gaps in the wall on their ſide, 
through which they much annoy'dthe 
defendants with their: Musket-ſhot, 
and kill'd ſome few of them. In the 
'mean whilethe Captainslodg'd them- 
ſelves intheir "Trenches: Mu/tapha the 
General - againſt the Bul-wark of 'E#- 
gland, Peri agaiuſt the:/talian Poſt, 
:Achmat - againſt that of \_ 'and 
Auvergne, with the Aga of the Fant 
ſaries; the Beg/erbeyot Natolia againſt 
that of France; the Bepferbey'ot Ro- 
mania againſt the Gardens of St. Antoxy, 
who. began a battery at the beginni 

of Auguſt, ' againſt thei Germa#Pol 
' I which was weak, and without any plat- 
form. Nevertheleſs the Grand Maſter 
caus'd it tobe fortify'd within with 
intrenchmerts ofEarth,great pieces of 
Timber-planks, and Bavines, and play'd 
his Artillery ſo thick from ſeveral 
places and Poſts on that fide, ſo that 
| Hh 2 he 
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he; diſmounted: the Artillery, and- o- 
'verthrew the. batteries of the Tarks 
*till-they were aweary .of_ repairing 
them, and fo remov'd them. 
By this time it was that the. Rho- 
tiavs began'to find the want of their 
powder, and though the Grand Maſter 
Fontinually + employ'd-;-:fourteen of 
his. own horſes to... þray-: ſaltpeter, 
And: other \materials proper!.to: make 
powder in-/a: ſure and;well-guarded 
| yetthe beſieged were:torc'd to 
gvery ſparingof their-powder;which 
$ye great... advantage:to. the enemy. 
[The Lurks ſeeing no good:to be:done 
.on taat ſide;.:play'd upon the ſteeple 
of St. Johas:\Church) and beat'itdown, 
upon advice giv n themby.the. Jewiſh 
Phyſitian,that from thence-the Chriſti: 
ans diſcover d what was done in the 
Camp. The ruin of this ſteeple being 
alovely ftrufture was much-lamented 
by the Inhabitants. -This-, done, . the 
Beliegers under the command of the 
Beg/erbey- of -Natolia  remov'd their 
batteries againſt the Tower of St. Ni- 
eholas, which they. furiouſly play'd 
ypon for the ſpace of ten days with 
twelve

twelve greatpieces of Canon ; but the 
| Arilry from the Tower broke and 
vin'd all their batteries, ſo that- tlie 
Begſerbey was conſtrain'd to change 
the form of his batteries, to remove 
his mantlets; ( which . are made 
of Earth cloſe ramm'd, andclos'd with 
boards faſten'd together with great 
ſpars of timber)to diſmount his Guns, 
and plant them inthe night upon grear 
= torms without gabions or Mant- 
et, with which playing ſecurely all 
the night, when day appear'd _ CO- 
ver'd them again with Earth and gra- 
ve!. Thus they made,above 500 ſor 
which onely beat down a pare ofthe 
wall on the weſt-ſide, through which 
appear'd another good wall, and fo 
many ſtout defendants, that theſe dif- 
ficulties being related to So/yman, he 
caus'd the ſaid Battery to be remov'd, 
whereby the Chevalier Caſte/[aine 
Captain 'of St. Nzcholas-Tower ac- 
quir'd great honour. At the ſame time 
the Tarks rais'd 14 Mantelets againſt 
the Poſts of Exgland and Spain, upon 
which they planted Guns of a prodi- 
gious bigneſs, and play'd upon them 
H h 3 for 
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for a month: together,  ſo-that” they 
ruin'd the new wall of the Enolih 
Platform, while the old: wall ſtood en- 
tire; beſide that they brought: through 
their trenches unto the 'Moat three 

e peices :of: Canon; with which 
they levell'd thedefences of the Baſti- 
onof pair, and beat down the wall, 
by theruins whereof the Turks might 
eaſily mount the Baſtion. "The ſame 
Battery they rais'd againſt the Baſtion 
of Provence with three peices of Ca: 
non planted upontheſide of the Moat, 
and in a ſmall time threw down more 
then the beſiegers in along time were 
able to repair. Then the Grand Ma- 
ſer leaving St. Maries of the Vidtory 
came to St. Athanaſius Gate, and 
lodg'd himſelf under the Eng/i/h wall, 
and there he conſtituted four Captains, 
allotting to each ten Knights, beſides 
the Ordinary Guard to ſuccour and 
preſerve the Engliſh wall.  Befides all 
this, the Turks continually play'd with 
their Sacres and ' Falcous, and ©- 
ther ſmall Artillery ; and the beſieged 
did the like, which ſtood them in no 


ſmall ſtead to ruin their antlers, 
an 
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and diſmount their peices. Among 
the reſt, a Culverin ſhot | pierced 
through a Maatlet upon one *puece, 
kill d five men, and carry'd away 
both legs af the 7rki/> Canoneer, of 
which he. dy'd. Solyman was.much 
troubl'd for his loſs, inſomuch that 
he ſaid he had rather have loſt one of 
his Baſha's. Nor was the /talian Poſt 
more mercitully handl'd, which was 
continually batcer'd by ſeventeenpie- 
ces of Canon, ſo that it had biy an 
eaſy thing to have mounted the wall 
-by, the ruins that tell into the, Moar. 
Yet though this long battery had made 
a great breach in the '/taliaz Poſt, yet 
would not the befiegers venture aat- 
fault, but onely continu'd to make 
their approaches and to ruin the en- 
tienchments, and defences of the be- 
fieged. Which the Chevalier arti- 
vengo {ecing, with the Grand Maſters 
permiſſion, made a fally with about 
an hundred choice, men, and- falling 
upon the. Enemy - unawares, . kill d 
& put to flight whatever ſtood in their 
way, and ſo with one priſoner and 
the, head of another, return'd with

great applauſe. The 7arks that came 
in heaps to the relief of their'own, 
wer@ miſerably torn to pieces by the 


their r&reat then Martinengoflew. 
This being the condition of theCity, 
the Grand Maſter, who knew it wauld 
not be long ere they gave a General 
Aſfault, ditpatch'd away Befts to the 
Pope; and his Secretary into Provence 
and to theKing of France, beſeceching 
them to haſten the ſuccours. which he 


ous to know what news was 1n the

Turks finding he was 1n the wrong,Urew 

his* Sword and wounded the Rhodiot 
in the thigh, for which the Modan 
repay'd him by cutting off cad; 

' the reſt being elev'n, were eaſily ma- 
_ and brought to the Grand Ma- 

er. 

Now Martinengo ſeeing the great 
ruins which the Enemies Artillery had 
made, rais'd barricadoes, and wrought 
entrenchments upon the walls, where 
he planted a good number of Guns, 
which playing into the Enemies Trens 
ches, kill d a great Number of thi 
Turks; he alſo lodg'd ſeveral Soulders 
under the ſhelter of the houſes, who 
ſhot inceſſantly, and made a great 
ſlaughter. | 
The Batteries of the 7arks not ſuc- 

ceeding to their wiſhes, they fell to 
mining; and had in ſeveral parts of 
the City made above forty, ſo that of 
ſix parts of the City, fiveina tew days 
were undermin'd. But the moſt part 
of thoſe Mines prov'd ineffe&tual, be- 
cauſe of the Counter-mnies which 
were 
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were continually made roundabout. 
There was one- that was perceiv d in 
the midſt. of the Trench of Provence. 
But Martinengo immediately enter'd 
the 'Txench,- open'd the Mine, - and 
caſting4n barrels of Powder and other 
combuſtible ſtuff, burnt and ſtifled all 
the 7Turks within. - Another Mine the 
* Turks madg under the Bulwark of Ex- 
gland which play'd the fourth of Sep- 
rember, and blew upabove- ſeven.times 
nine foot of the wall, and fill d the 
Moeat-ſo full ofrubbiſh, that the Turks, 
that th& might eaſily mount the wall, 
and. come:on furiouſly to the Aſſault 
With theiraccuſtom'd cries, gain'd the 
top && the Baſtion immediately, and 


I ſet upſeven of their Colours, and had 


made themſelves maſters of it, , but 
foranInmrenchment which Martinengo 
had made the day before, which ſtood 
entire about four foot from the Ruins 
ofthe wall. . That Intrenchment ſtopt 
the-Enemy ; and thither the Knights 
ran and came to a cloſe fight with 
Pikeand-Sword; while others did great 
miſchief to the Enemy with hand-Gra- 
_ nadoes and other Artificial 460 
there 
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there it was that Martinengo and the 
Chevelier de Bidoux did wonders, be- 
coming men of Extraordinary valour 
and courage. Here they came to Sword 
and Dagger, andeven to coller one a- 
nother; the Turks perceiving that if 
they could but get the vittory here, 
they might eafiiy get into the City. 
And indeed that ſmall handful ,of 
Chriſtians that ſuſtain'd the weight of 
ſuch a multitude, could not have bin 
able to have held out, had not the 
Grand Maſter, upon the noiſe of the 
blowing upof the Mine haſted to their 
Relief, and with the Knights of the 
reſerve, and the Souldiers of his guard, 
ruſh'd into the midſt of his Enemies, 
and charg'd them ſo furiouſly, that in 
a ſmall time a good part of them 
were cut to pieces, and the reſt ſo 
ſmartly repuls'd, that they quitted the 
fight, and fled in confufion, and dif- 
order'd and aſtoniſh'd rhoſe that were 
coming to their aſſiſtance,” ſo-that net- 
ther the threats, nor Exhortations of 
the Captains could ſtop them. Which 
the General My/tapha 1ceing, flew out 
of the Trenches in great indignation, 

crying 
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crying to the fugitives aloud, that if 
they would not return to the Aſſaulr, 
he would' go on without them, and 
having ſo ſaid, boldly march'd toward 
the breach. | 

His countenance and Language in- 
ſpir'd the fugitives with new vigour, 

o that they rally'd and return'd with 
their Baſha-more reſolutely then 'be- 
fore tothe Aſſault, and maintain'd the 
fight for above two hours.At length the 
Chriſtians redoubling their courage, 
and animated by the preſence and Ex: 
ample of the Grand Maſter, tell upon 
the 7urks with that tury,that being no 
longer able to reſiſt, they turn'd their 
backs; beſides the Rhodzan Canoneers 
had planted certain pieces againſt-the 
bottom ofthe breach which play'd up- 
on the 7urks retiring, ſo ſucceſsfully, 
that they kill'd more then were ſlain 
m the Aſſault. Two thouſand. of the 
Turks wereſlain that day : of the Rho- 
dians twelve or fifteen ſlain out-right; 
and fifteen or twenty wounded. In 
the midſt of theſe encounters the -Che- 
valier Didier 4: Puy Governour of 


Ferratta gavenotice tothe Grand Ma- 
ſter, 
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Ner, that he had taken'cextain Turks, 
who conteſs'd that there were in 
Rh des certain Perſons of Quality who 
;fent the Enemy Intelligence of what 
was deliberated & concluded in Coun- 
ci}, and of all that was done in the City, 
and that the Turks weredigging a large 
Mine nere St. John's de Collaccro. This 
xwasno ſmalltrouble to the Grand Ma- 
ſter, ſo much the more' becauſe he 
was torc'dto: conceal his refentments, 
by:reaſon that no perſons were nam'd. 
However he promis'd a large reward 
to:thoſe that could diſcover the Mine. 
But it wasnotlong before it diſcover 
it: ſelf under.the Baſtion-of 'Erg/and, 
by ſeven a clock in the-morning upon 
the-ninth of September, overthrowing 
about nine'yards ' of the wall nextto 
theMine before-mention'd, - and came 
tothe very barricado's before they met 
with any reſiſtance. But when the 
Dread and terrour was once over, the 
Knights reſuming their wonted cou» 
rage, put the 7urks to a'ſhametul 
retreat, till forc'd by the ſwords and 
{cimitars of their Commanders, even 
of their General himſelf, they returnid 
| again 
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again with more vigour, -and renew 'd 
a bloody fight ; bur the Grand Maſter 
coming to / the relief bfhis own with 


his reſerve,fought them with ſo much 
-fury for three hours; that'tthe 7arks 
no longer able to abide ſo powerful 
adefence, quitted the fight, and retir'd 


into their Trenches, leaving. one of 


their Enſignes behind them. 'This Af- 
_ Mult coſt the Great 7urk three thou- 
* fand of his men, and three” Sangzacs; 
of the Chriſtians about :30' were ſlain 
and ſome of the Knights wounded.” 
The Tuzkes repuls'd-with ſo much 
loſs in two aſlaults, ” began again to 
murmur 'and-diſcommend the enter- 
> as raſh and\impoſlible. won 
lymai perceiv n to. deſpair, 
_ to —_—_— ed a ſt Mute phe 
The mean time Per/ B ha to. preſerve 
himſelf in-tHe good Opmion and fa- 
vours' of the Grand Signiour, preſs'd 
him continually to make a furious bat- 
of 17 Canons againſt the /talian 
Polt: Bar the beſieged ſtillrepair'd 
with ſo much ſpeed and diligence 
whatever the Enemies Artillery ruin'd, 
and play'd their great and ſmall ſhot 


with 
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with fo much ſucceſs, that the Turks 
durſt hardly peep out of their 'Tren- 
ches.: "The FBeg/erbeg of Natolia did 
the ſame againſt the Poſt of Provence, 
and -fell- to-mining very induſtriouſly, 
_ advis'd thereto by a treacherous 
Greet,who under pretence of trade had 
ell obſerv'd the ſtrength ofthe City. 
But the moſt remarkable accident was 
" the killing of the Governour of Negro- | 
pont, 4nd Solyman's Favorite,- who ri- 
ding by the /2alzan Poſt richly clad 
with a red Battoon' in his hand; was 
hir by a-musket-bullet{from the /a/ian 
Poſt, and fell down dead immediately ; 
to the great grief of Solyman. 

Peri enrag'd* againſt the /talians, 
reſolv'd to make” a moſt 'terrible af- 
fault upon their Platform ;-which he 
did ſounexpeCtedly and with ſo much 
ſpeed, that the fentinels 'that ſtood 
without theEntrenchment were kill'd 
before 'they could be ſuccour'd. But 
the 7alians taking the Alarum, and 
being well ſeconded by the Grand Ma- 
ſter ahd his uſual guard, in an hours 
time the Baſtion was well ſoak'd with 
the Blood of the Tarks. Per;, finding 


fuch 
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ſuch a ſtout reſiſtance here, and belic- 


ving that other places were left:nakeg, 
gave immediate order for other forces 
toaſhil the New Baſtion ofthe Grand 
Maſter Carretta; but there the Cheva- 
lier Angelo? Captain of the Baſtion ſo 
behav'd humſelt, havinga good number 
of Souldiers - and Citizens with, him, 
that ;the moſt part of the 7aurks, were 
either kill'd or wounded,and the Flank- 
ing. Artillery. of other Baſtions made 
ſuch -havock among. the thick multi- 
tudes of the Turks,thatat length, quite 
diſmay 'd, they began to retire.. Peri 
thereupon ſeeing the, Souldiers would 
no longer-abide the. heat- of ſuch a 
terrible. encounter, ſounded a (ener! 
Retreat,  though- with - the loſs; of 
more;, men -then--in the former com- 
bats.. - mT | 

Not long after Mu{tapha, covetous 
to repair his honour, and to,,regain 
the ack of the Grand ig \re- 

aul 
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the -Baſtions of Spain and Auvergve. 


Upon 
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Upon 'the 34: of September Muſtapha 
uncxpectedly tell upon the Baſtion, 
,mounted the Ruins, and fix'd their 
Enſigns neer the Rhodian Entrench- 

ments, and at the ſame ume endea- 
vour'd to make their way forward. 

The fight was terrible and doubttul: 
neither was Muſtapha wanting in any 
part of a judicious and couragious Cap- 
tain. Achmat alſo at the fame time 
play'd two Mines, one inthe Auverg- 
nian, the other in the Spaniſh Poll. 
The Auvergnian Mine prov'd inefte- 
Fual ; the Sparzſh Mine brought 
down a conſiderable. part of the wall 
of the Barbacan of the ſaid Baſtion. 
And yet tor theſe-dreadtul Ruins, the 
Chriftians ſo well behav 'd themſelves 
inevery place, that the Zurts, having 
loſt above 3coo men, were forc'dto 
retreat with ſhame to their 'Trenches. 
Two dayes after the Fewi/þ 'Phyſitian 
(often ſpokin of before) wasdiſcover'd 
ſhooting an Arrow into the Turkiſh 
Camp, with aLetter faften'd 'to-the 
end of it. Thereupon he was apprehen- 
ded; 'and upon his examination 
confeſs'd 'that he was a Spy for the 
It Turks; 
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Tarks ; that he had ſent them five Let- 


ters; that he had given them ſeveral 


advices ; andhadencourag'd them to 
continue the Siege: For which He was 
condemn'd tobe quarter'd. 

After theſe Repulſes, and the giv- 
ing fire to three other Mines ſoon atter, 
that: did little or no harm, the #a- 
ſha's conſulted together, and reſolv'd 
togivea general atlault upon tore ſeve- 
ral places of the City all at a time. So/- 
man approv'd their Reſolution, aſlem- 
bl'd\ his Captains together, encou- 
rag'dand chear'd them up; and aſſur'd 
them of Victory; and by publick Pro- 
clamation gavethe common Souldiers 
the whole Plunder of the City. Thus 
the whole Army reſum'd their won- 
ted courage, and full of Hopes pre- 
-par'd themſelves for a general Aſſault. 
As 2 preparation to which the Baſha's 
order the £»g/iſh Bulwark, the Poſts 
of Spain and Auvergne, and the talian 
Platform. to be batter'd tor two dayes 
together, on purpoſe to widen and en- 
large the Breaches. 

The Grand Maſter obſerving this 
univerſal motion of the Enemy, and 
their 
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their continual Batteries for 2 days to- 
gether,withan extraordinary diligence; 
prepar'd for his detence.Day andnight 
he viſited all the Poſts, earneſtly be+ 
ſought every one to be watchful and 
ready; and having takena little repoſe 
im his armes,by break of day herang'd 
the Souldiers 1n their ſeveral Poſts;and 
that there might remain no fear or 
aſtoniſhment among them, he made 
**them. a ſhort ſpeech , Declaring 
«to them the glorious opportunity 
* which offer'd it ſelffor them to ſig- 
<« nalize their Zeal for the honourof 
© God, & their fidelity to their Order 
<« 2nd the weltare ofChriſtendom; and 
* their affection to a peoplethat had 
« liv'd under their Dominion for aboye 
* 200 years. He gave them to un- 
« derſtand how often they had prov'd 
* their own valour and the timidi 
* of the Enemy. That thoughtheir 
© number were great, yet thatthere 
& was yet a ſufficient number left of 

* brave and valiant, men- to defend 
& 2 juſt cauſe, and repel the force 
* of Ambition and perfidious umpie- 
* ty. That they were to confiley 
I1z « the 
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*<their Enemies were a fſoft'of igno- 
* yarit people, 'forc'd on by their By- 
* 4's, for tear-of encurring the dif: 
« $leaſure of their Maſter, to whom 
* they had repreſented the enterprize 
«# 'eafy : that they themſelves were 
& gerſons of honour, dedicated 'from 
enigheir Infancy to the ſervice of God. 
« And therefore he beſought and con- 


___ *jr'd'them'todo their duties. 


+ The Furks by break of day diſ- 
chatg'd all their Artilleriy at once, 
that 'they might paſs the Moat un- 
der 'the covert of the ſmoak; and'that 
'don, 'they 'boldly fell on in all places 
at once. The Grand Maſter poſted 
himſelf in the -Eg/z/þ Bulwark;as be- 
ing the weakeſt place, 'Nor was the 
Spaniſh Artillery a little favourable 
to'the Eng/i/h, thnking the Turks, and 
making a greatflaughter 'among them 
infomuch'that they were almoſt 'rea- 
'dy to recoyle; when Muſtapha's 
Lieutenant throwing himſelf amon 

thei, . pray'd, 'entreated, theater 
promis'd and heading them himſelf, 
brought them 'on again; though to 
Tus coſt,being the firſt manſhin with a 


Canon 
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Canon Bullet as he was ' mounting 
the Ruins, The Turks, carag'd. by 
his fall, diſcharg'd their {mail thok 
and arrows'like hat. upon the Rhos 
dians. And Muſtapha obſerving theig 
Metall, fens them contigually freſh 
ſupplies, and with fair words and pro- 
muſes exhorted thena to their Duties. 
Yet could they not foxce the belieg'd 
to ſtir a foot, ' who inthe view of the 
Grand Maſter with an invincible coy- 
rage ſuſtain'd all that Impetuoſy, 
and at the fame time-tought with 6; 
qual valour and obſtinacy it all the 
other Quarters. The. very women 
were not unſerviceable; while ſome 
.carry'd Bread, Wine and other refreſh 
ments tothe Souldiers,- others threw 
ſtones ; others pour'd . down boyt 
ing Oyle.and water uponthe Enemy; 
But the greateſt danger of. -the.Com- 
bat was /1n the Spanzh Poſt, where 
the Aza. General of the Janifarses, 
havivg piek'd out the -choiceſtof his 
men, march'd himſelf to the Aſſault 
at the head of them, who follow'd 
him with fuch a Reſoluton, that they 
| Ii} cover d 
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cover'd 'all the Breach, gain'd the 
platform above, and planted: ey of 
their Enfigns upon it; -with- the ſame 
violence ruſhing on to the Barricado's, 
not minding the prodigious ſlaughter 
of their own that fell on every ſide. 
Thereupon the Knights and Souldiers 
in the Soani/þ Bulwark, ſeeing the 
diſtreſs of thoſe in the Poſt, ran to the 
aſſiſtance of their friends, leaving only 
ſome tew for a guard behind.' Which 
certain of the 7arks that lay con- 
ceal'd behind the rubbiſh perceiving, 
preſently mounted the Bulwark, and 
made themſelves Maſters of it; pulPd 
down the Enſigns of the Chriſtians 
and ſetting up their own, cry'd out in, 
their own -Language, Yidory, and 
invited their 'Companions to aſliſt 
them. Upon which Achmats Regi- 
ment advane'd; but the Awvergnian & 
| uy Artillery ſoon ſtopp'd their 
areer, So that' the Grand Maſter 
bei ng-advertiz'd of this new accident, 
left -the Emg/iſh, and entring the 
Spaniſh Poſt, charg'd the Enemy 10 
vigorouſly, that he put them abſolutely 
to 
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to- flight. Then ſeeing the Spanfh 
Baſtion maſter 'd by theZarks, he ſent 
the Commander of Bowrhon, with a 
Company of ſtout Souldiers with or- 
der to enter the Mine and Caſemar, 
and to mount the Baſtion. Winch he 
'did ſoeffeCtually, that in a ſhorr time 
he wholly regain'd it. Notwithſtanding 
all this, the Aga with treſh forces re- 
turn'd to the aflault of theSpani/ſh Poſt; 
and the Grand Maſter having left a. 
ſufficient Guard in the- Baſtion, re- 
turn'd to the defence of the ſame,: 
and ſending for two hundred freth 
men rom St. Nicholas Tower, -atter 

loody fight of ſix hours, forc'd 
the 7Zarks to abandon their Colours, 
and to retreat to their. trenches, after 
theloſs of above 15000 men, Soly- 
man was ſo highly incens'd againſt 
Muſtapha upon this deteat, that he con- 
demn'd him to be ſhot to death with 
arrows. Peri Bafha, upon the pre- 
| ſumption of his Age, his merits, and 
his Authority, coming to intercede 
for Maſtapha, was ſentenc'd to the 
ſame death. And both had fſuffer'd 
It 4 had

 hadinot Achmat Ba/haand all the reſt 
of the Principal Commanders, pro- 
ſtrate at So/ymays feet, implor'd. their 
on. 

Solymas ſeeing all his attempts up- 
on the City ot Rhodes fo vain and 
fruitleſs, tell into ſuch a deep melan- 
choly, that he ſhut himſelf up in his 
Pay on for feveraldayes, and would ' 
n6t;be ſeen, reſolving to raiſe the ſiege 
and!td be gone. The great Comman- 
ders whoſe hopes lay allinthe Mines, 
finding their expectations fruſtrate, 
refolv'd to raiſe the Camp. ';Nay fe- 
veral had carry'd their baggage to 
the:Sea ſide, . and (everal Companies 
had quitted -the- Trenches.» »Whenan 
Athaneſe Souldier ſlipping out of the 
Town, gave intelligence to the 7arks, 
that the greateſt part of the Knights 
and; Souldiers were: either Kill or 
wounded in the laſt General Aſault. 
her Traytours wrought. the ſame, 
adviz'd them to ſtay, aſſuring them 
that the City: could not hold out two 
Aſhults more. And it was afterwards 
known that the Cizevalier D' Amaral 
wrought 
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wrought to the ſame purpoſe, and en- 
courag'd, the continuance of the ſiege. 
Upon this Intelligence the Captai 
chang'd their Reſfolutions,, divulg'd 
the news through the Army,and began 
to batter the City more furioufly then 
before. . Solyman allo to.let rhe Soul- 
diers underſtand. his Reſolution, and 
to- encourage them, began to: buyld 
him. a plealure-houſe upon Palermos 
Hill. Mufapha alſo, though he had 
orders to repair-t9 his Government, 
ventur'd to gwe- three Aſſaults ſuc- 
cellively upon the Eng/i/þ Baſtion with 
the Mamalxcks, who were ſo.ull enter- 
tain'd, the greateſt part otthem being 
kill dor wounded, - that the reſt retir'd 
ro,their Quarters, reſolving; toreturn 
no more. Per; ſecretly undermind 
the /talian Baſtion;R& the Mine-indeed 
made a terrible noiſe and ſhaking, 
but took vent on-the Camp fide, and 
kill'd a great many of the 7arks. 

Muſftapha having ſuch ill ſucceſs, 
thought it not convenient toſtayany 
longer, ſo that upon his departure 
Achmat was made General, He con- 
tinu'd 
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tinwd the fiege with the ſame. vio- 
lence, ſo that'there was not a day paſs'd 
wherein he did not both batter, Aſ- 
fault and undermine the defences of 
the City. However the Grand Ma- 
ſter remitted nothing of his wonted 
care and diligence, fighting and haz- 
arding his perſon every where, where 
need requir'd, beyond what was rea- 
fondblothe a perſon of-his degree and 
Importance. 

And now when it-was almoſt too 
late, thoſe conſpiracies and treaſons 
were diſcover'd, which were the loſs 
of the Iſland. -For' in the firſt place 
Lucio Cuſtrophilaca, a Rhodian, and 
a perſon -of great wealth, reputation 
and allianees, who had the Trans of 
the fortifications, the bread and am- 
munition was ' perceiv d, at a time 
and in a place very much to be ſuſ- 

ed, to; have ſhot an arrow into 
the Turkiſh Camp, who was there- 
upon lay hold on, examin'd, and put 
upon the wrack, but would confeſs 
nothing' to the purpoſe. Next to 
him Blas Dez Servant to the Chan- 
cellour 
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eellour D' Amaral; was taken in the 
fame fa&t, and being put to the Tor- 
ture, 'confeſs'd his Maſters Treaſon, 
declaring how he had wrote to the 
Turks Baſha's to'contiuue the Siege, 
for that both men and proviſions fail'd 
m the City. Thereupon 'the Grand 
Maſter caus'd. the Chancellour to be 
apprehended, who being. examin'd 
and tortur'd, would conteſs nothing 
himſelf ; but being,convited' by ſufh- 
Gent teſtimonies, confirm'd to his 
face by his Servant, his: Servant 
was hang'd, and he beheaded, dying 
without” any ſign of repentance or 
Chriſtian devotion, 

In the mean time the Canons of the 
Enemy thunder'd againſt the Baſtion 
of 7taly, where they ruin'd all the 
defences and Barricado's that Marti- 
vengo had rais'd; - by which: means 
they advanc'd their Trenches to the 
very foot of the-Breach. The Baſtion 
of ' England was. alſo beaten down to 
the Ground, - and: the moſt part of 
the Barricado's and entrenchments ru- 
in'd, ſo that ſome advis'd the quitting 
and blowing it up. But becauſe that 
ſignif'd 
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fignifi'd little in regardof the vaſtnum- 
bers of the 7urks, the Grand: Maſter 
reſolv'd to hold it out to the utmoſt, 
and tothat end gave the command of 
it to. the Chevalier John. de Bin, who 
keptit to the laſt. | 

At this time arriv'd the Chevalier 
de RocqueMartin with twelve Knights, 
2 hundred Souldiers and ſome Ammus- 
nition. © Rut notwithſtanding this 
fmall relief, the Grand Maſter obſer- 
ving the deſperate, condition ofthe 
City (for-now in fome places there 
were no--other detences But beames 
and boards between the Enemy and 
him, beſide that they had ſet up three 
Fravilions within -the: City neer-: the 
Rhodian entrenchments)ſent away-to 
Candy for Souldiers, -Ammunition 
and victuals, which the Duke of Cay- 
dy had provided, as alſo: to Naplesto 
haſten the fuccours,: which the winter 
ſeaſon hinder'd from coming, ;, 

In the mean while: the 7urks 
gave too deſperate Aſlaults upon the 
{talian and Spaniſh Platforms, but 
were ftill- repuls'd with the loſs of a- 
bove 
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Love 3coo men. Inſomuch that 4ch- 
mut finding it 1impoflible to take the 
City by torce, reſolv'd to give no 
more Atiaults, but rather choſe to 
preſerve his men, who were:grown 
quite weary of the Chriſtian valour; 
nevertheleſs heccontinu'd his batteries, 
and advancd his Trenches, thinking 
to creepby degrees/intothe City. Soly- 
man allo thinking to make ſhort work 
caus'd ſeveral Letters to be {hot into 
the City, inviting the Inhabitants co fur- 
render, ofterjng them all the Immunt- 
ties they could defire; and threatning 
on the other ſide in caſe of obſtinacy, 
all the ſeverity imaginable. Per7 alſo 
ſuborn'd aGenoeſe, who having liber- 
ty to ſpeak to the Knights, adviz'd 
them as 'Chriſtians to conſider the 
deplorable condition of the City, and 
told them withal, that it they were 
ſo diſpos'd, he could put them ina 
way to make an honourable compo- 
ſition ; but they 'believing him 'ro be 
ſome impoſtor, ſent under[/hand by 
Solyman or his Baſha's, gave little 
credit to his words. 'T wo dayes _ 

e 
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he came to the ſame place, pretend: 
ing he had a Letter from the Grand 
Signiour, but then they bid him re- 
tire, and toforce him the ſooner ſoto 
do, they ſhorat him. 

- Somewhile after came the A/baniay 

Souldier before mention'd, pretending 
Letters alſo from So/yman to the Grand 
Maſter. But then the Grand Maſter 
forbid any farther Parlying; 

However : theſe: offers were di- 
vulg'd abroad in the City, which begat 
in many a deſire to heark?n to propoft- 
tions of peace as more regarding their 
wives and Children then their honour. 
And it was carry d ſo far, that ſome 
of the Citizens wentand declar'd their 
deſires to the Metropolitan, and ſome 
of the Grand Croſs, requeſting them 
to declare their grievances to the 
Grand Maſter. But he ſeverely check'd 
them, telling them that it was not a 
requeſt to be mention'd; that they 
ſhould rather reſolve to die for the 
common liberty, and the Honour of 
the Order. The nextday they came 


and befought him again to provide 
| for 
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for the Common ſafety, for that they 
wereaſlur'd that the Citizens-would 
yeild to a treaty, rather _—_ cut in 
pieces themſelves, their - wives and 
children. Then the Grand Maſter find- 
ing himſelf preſs'd and importun'd of 
hands, ſubmitted to neceſlity, and 
call'd a general Council, So ſoon as 
the Council was fat, a Petition was 
preſented to. the Grand Maſter, hum. 
bly requeſting him to thinkof a Capi- 
tulation; Or at leaſt to give them 
leave to ſecure their wives and chil- 
dren ; and at the foot of the petition 
was an intfmation that if the Grand 
Maſter would not, they would pro- 
vide for them themſelves. * In this 
diſtreſs the Grand Maſter; deſirous 
to know the conditioa of the City 
more particularly, before he would 
reſolve any farther, requir'd the ad- 
vice ofthe Prior of St, Giles, and Mar- 
tinengo, who both declard in full 
Council that in either conſciences,and 
upon - their Honour and allegeance, 
they could not think the _ any 
Jonger tenable,theEnemy being lodg d 
forty 
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| yards one way, and 3o yards a- 
rn way within the City, fo that 
it was \\mpoflible tor them 10 [retire 
any farther,” nor for the Enemy'to be 
beaten out. 

Upon the advice and Relation of 
two fuch judicions and great men, 
the whole Council /confidering how 
much it iconcern'd them to preſerve 
the holy Reliques and the fouls and 
honour 'offo many Chriftian Women 
and Children, and the evident dan- 
ger of the whole Orders being diſ- 
pierc'd and abolifh'd, it allthat were 
there ſhould be loſt, reſolv'd with one 
accord "to Capitulate. The Grand 
Maſter ſtilllay'd before:them, the du- 
ty that lay upon them to prelerve 
the honour of the Order, which had 
never yet 'bin defil'd with any 'ſtain 
of cowardice 'or ipuſillanimity, ha- 
ving alwaies-preferr'd their honour 
and 'Dea th betore'the "ſafety of itheir 
Lives, 'But the'Council 'overrul'd 
him with ſo many circumſtantial and 
ſolid reaſons, that he was conſtrain'd 
toyield to 'the preſent and (inevitable 
neceſlity, 
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necellity, andtheir grave advice. This 
deſign  Heavn was fo tar pleas'd 
to tavour, that . Solyman began firſt, 
For he firſt ſet up an Enſign. upon. 
the Church of St. Mary de Lermont- 
'tra; and then the Grand Maſter ſet 
up another upon the Mill belonging 
to the Coſquin Gate. Immedately two 
Turks came out of the Trenches, de- 
ſiring toparley:upon which the Grand 
Maſter ſent torth the Prior of St. Gz/es 
and Martinexzo ; to whom the Turks 
deliver'd a Letter from Solymay. 

This Letter was read in Council; 
wherein So/yman demanded a fſurren: 
der ofthe Town,6: offer'd the Knights 
liberty to be gone, with ſecurity 
for their perſons and their Baggage: 
which 1t they would not accept, he 
was reſolv'd to put all to the 1word. 
Thereupoa in conſideration onely 
of the people and Inhabitants of the 
Town, the ſame Reſolution was a- 
gain taken, and the Chevalier Anzho- 
uy de Grolee, and Robert Perucct, 
Judge of the Ca/ti/lians, were com- 
miſſtonated to attend Solyman. So ſoon 
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. asthey were gone forth, a near Kinſ- 
man of Achmats, and a Trucheman 
much tfavour'd by the Grand Zurk, 
were admitted unto Rhodes as Hol: 
tages, and a truce was concluded for 
three dayes. | 
. The next day Achmat preſented 
the Embaſſadours to So/yman, who 
declard to him what they had: in 
commiſſion, Solyman to maintain his 
Reputation, firmely deny'd that he 
had ever wrote or ſent to the Grand 
Maſter: nevertheleſs fince the Grand 
Maſter had ſent to him upon ' the 
ſame Occaſion, he commanded them 
to let him know his mind, which 
wag/the ſame that he had written, and 
demanded his Reſolution within three 
dayes, and that in the mean time 
there ſhould be no working toward 
the repair of their /tortifications, be- 
ing firmly reſolv'd, though all 7ar- 
ky periſh'd, not to ſtir out of the 
Itand, till he had Rhodes in his poſlcs- 
ſion. And having ſo ſaid, he ditmis'd 
them. Perucci return'd to the City. 
But Achmat kept the Chen atier Grollze 
wit! 


with him, led him into his : Pavilions 
and caus'd him” to drink with him ; 
and diſcourling of ſeveral paſlages 
in the ſiege, Achmat told him wih 
a great oath ; that above forty thou: 
fand Turks had bin ſlain, and as man 
were fick and wounded; Peruocz ha- 
ving made his report tothe Council, 
it was reſfolv'd upon good confidera- 
tions that they ſhould not accept thoſe 
conditions the firfſttime, but ſend 0- 
ther Commiſhoners. 

In. the mean time certain of the 
Citizens took upon them, and were 
mightily offended that the Capitu- 
lation was begun, without their pri. 
vity. Declaring alſo that they would 
never conſent to any ſuch conditions, 
but rather die with their Swords in 
their hands for their liberty, then ſur- 
render themſelves to the power of 
the Tark. For that whatever the 
Turk promis d, he would-be ſure to 
excrciſe nothing, but rapine and ſlaugh- 
ter as he had done at Be/zrade. lhe 
Grand" Maſter obſerving this Grecian 
fickleneſs, told them in friendly man- 
Kk 2 ner 
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ner that the Reſojutions he had ta- 
ken, were reſolv 'd upon upon mature 
deliberation;which conſultations were 
tobe kept ſecret that they mightnot 
come to the Enemies knowledge, 
and that it was more for their ſafety 
then tor the good of the Order, that 
they made any conditions atall, To 
which purpoſe he was ſending away 
other Commiſſioners the better to 
aſſure himſelf of Solymays word and 
fidelity. With which anſwerthe Ci- 
tizens fhew'd themſelves very well 
ſatisfy d. 

Upon this two other Commuſſio- 
ners were diſpatch'd away, Raymond 
Marquet, and Lopezde Pas, both 
Spaniſh Knights, who repreſented to 
Solyman that the Grand Maſter had 
to confer with ſeveral people of ſeve- 
ral Nations | that the time Limited 
was too ſhort, and therefore defir'd 
that he would be pleas'd to grant 
them a longer time. So/yman not re- 
Iiſhing this Fiſcourls without faying 
any more, . commanded Achmat to 
continue his batteries, which were

Peter D'* Aubuſſon. ' FOI 
begun -again-upon the 1 52h. of De- 
cemberiand 1o the 'Triuce was bro- 
ken-:: Solyman . however detain'd one 
of the Commiſſioners, whielr thew'd 
that he:had: yet ſome inclinations to 
toCapitulate. The Grand Maſter ob- 
ſerving . the Hoſtility begun- again, 
andthatthe:7arksadvanc'd with their 
Trenches ::farther and farther into 
the. Town, -' fent tor them that 
hinder'd the; treaty, and proteſtedto 
live and die [with them, and com- 
manded alt the Inhabitants to repair 
home ta their Quarters there to keep 
guard, and that no perſon ſhould 
quit his Quarters upon pain of Death. 
-This Order was obſerv'd for two 
days, but the 34. a young man left 
his. Quarters and went and Jay at 
home, tor which the Grand Maſter 
commanded him to be hang'd. Some 
tew- days after that, all the reit of the 
Inhabitants lott both their courage 
and their patience, and torſook the 
walls and breaches, ſo that the Turks 
mizht caſily have enter'd, had not 
the Grand Maſter withſtood them 
K K 2 with - 
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with that ſmall handfal [of 1 which 
he had left-him ;© which ſome few 
dayes after whs 2 little augmented 
by the coming of the'Chevalicr -D' A»- 
de gas and the Chevaher + #arfan an 
Eagliſh man,with a hundred: Jouldiers 

and ſome Wine, + 
This Wine was a great conſolation 
to. the City, beſides: :that-the-- Ship 
.-madce ſuch Bravado's as it enter d.the 
Port, that the Turks: generally be- 
liey dit had” brought. .a Relief _ of a- 
bovea: Thouſand men.” However the 
Turks continu'd their -Aſlaults, and 
particularly they made a violent on- 
let upon the Spani/h Barbacan, from 
which, though they were at firſt re- 
puls'd, yet returning with ſuch vaſt 
numbers the Rhodzans- were over- 
whilm'd and oppreſs'd by multitude, 
and forcd to retire into the- City. 
The 7#rks having gain'd the Barba- 
can, preſently came to the foot of the 
En zliſh wall, and by the Ruins of 
the i= oben got to the top ofit, and 
there planted ſeveralof their Colours 
The Citizens teholding, the Extream 
dange! 


danger they were 1n,, confeſs'd their 
folly, and beſought the Grand Mafter, 
as the common Father, to' provide 
for their ſatery, who gave them 1:- 
berty to conſtitute Deputies of their 
own to attend So/yman, and to pro- 
cure particular ſecurity from him for 
themſelves, and order'd them to go 
along with the Chevalier Gro/lee. 

The Grand Maſter however ha- 
ving ſome hopes of relief, to the end. 
he might temporize for a while, ſent 
Perucci firſt to ſhew to' Solyman a Let. 
ter of Bajazet his Grandfather, where- 
in he bequeath'd his maledi&tion to 
thoſe of his ſucceſſours that ſhould 
make war againſt Rhodes. Peruccz ad- 
dreſs'd himlelf to Achmat, who defi- 
rous to ſee the Letter, took it, and 
having, torn it to pieces, threw it un- 
der his feet in great diſdain. Havin 
ſo done, he fent Perucci back: to the 
Grand Maſter, to tell him, that if he 
did not ſuddenly return Solyman an 
anſwer, hc = expect to be miſe- 
rable. 
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However - the Grand Maſter had 
4 one more delay, which was'to of- 
 ' er to Solyman by the propoſal of the 
; * Chevalier de Grol/ee, otherwiſe call'd 
Paſſim, the expences and charges 
of the whole ſiege, it he would riſe 
from before it. But Achmat would 
not ſuffer any ſuch word to be deli- 
ver'd toSolyman, ſaying that Solzman 
had more regard to-his honour and 
his Reputation then to all the Riches 
in.the World. At length the Grand 
Maſter finding no way to avoyd an 
pgrecment, and that delay would 
«be the Loſs of all, vanquith'd his own 
-icourage, and ov erwhelm'd with grief 
and veration, gave 1s word. to fur- 
;xencer the Town up9n the conditions 
propos'd... To _ purpoſe heſent 
away theChevalicr /*a/7 & che Depu- 
-” ties ofthe Town,w bo Were preſented 
W.- tohis Majeſly; to whom the Knights 
dectar'd that the Grand Maſter was 
now reſolv'd to ſurrender the City 
upon the conditions pr op2s'd to him, 
upon 2 full aſſurance in the faith and 
promiſes of his Majeſty, and hum. 


by 
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* bly entreated him to favour the -In- 
habitants in the petition which they 
had to preſent to him for their peace 
-and ſafety. The Inhabitants beſought 
| him to remove his Army a little tar- 
ther off, that they might not receive 
any Injury either in their perſons 
or goods, and that thoſe that would 
be gone might depart in fatety. So- 
lyman accepted the offer of the Grand 
Maſter, and promis'd to obſerve in- 
violably every article of the Capi- 
tulation. © That the Churches ſhould 
«not be profan'd; that none of the 
* Children ſhould be carry'd away 
«1s Tribute Children to make Janiſ- 
&« ſfaries. That the Chriſtians ſhould 
<« have the free exercife of their Re- 
« ligion. That the Inhabitants ſhould

« years. That they that would might 
« depart in three years with'their E- 
©*ftates unmoleſted. That Solyma# 
* ſhould furniſh the Order with Ships

Moat 
of the; Spaniſh Poſt, where after 
ſome. diſcourſe between them, 
he gave the Grand Maſter Notice 
that So/yman was deſirous to ſee him, 
and therefore adviz'd him, as his 
beſt courſe, to go and wait upon 
him. The Grand Maſter unwilling 
to provoke Solyman, _ and to give 
him any occaſion to break his word, 
by being ſevere either to thc 
Knights or the Rhodzans, refolv'd 
to tollow Achmats advice. Ihe 
next morning therefore he went, 
in 2 plain havit, accompani'd with 
ſeveral 
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ſeveral of the Knights ; and after 
" he had attended for ſome time 
before Solymans Tent, he. was pre- 
ſented with..-2 -noble. Veſt , that So- 
lyman gave him; which; ſo foon 
as -he had put on, he. was intro- 
duc'd into the Grand ' Signiours Pa- 
yilion, and kifs'd his "hand. Sofy- 
man :recciv'd him, curteouſly, chear d 
him. up, and. told him by . his. 1n- 
terpreter, that it was a common 
thing to. looſe or gain 'Cities and 
Signiories through the Inſtability 
ot Fortune; _ exhorted him to take 
his loſs patiently, and afſurd him 
of a moſt punctual . performance 
of all his promiſes. Then turn- 
ing to his own. people. I cannot 
but pity, ſaid the, this brave Man, 
whom in his Old Age, Neceſſity 
thus \ compels to abandon the Seat 
of his own Dominion, The Grand 
Maſter return'd hin thanks, . be- 
ſought him to remember what he 
had promis'd, and ſo taking his 
leave, retird. Solyman caus'd him 
to

ave habits of honour to all the 
kni hts that attended him. 

1hree | days 'aftter So/yman him-» 

ſelf rode' to view the Trenches, 
the Batteries, the Breaches, and 
the 'Tower of St. Nicholas. Upon 
his return-he enter'd the Palace 
-attended only by Achmat, and 7- 
Þrahim, then a Page, but highly 
'belov'd by him, and ask'd' tor 
tle Grand Maſter. When he; ſaw 
him, he madea kind of -offer- to raiſe 
His Turbant from his ' head with 
his hand, out of reſpe&t not" per 
mitting the Grand Maſter- to make 
'any obeyſance to him 'be!ow: his 
dignity. Bidding him tear nothing, 
and telling him withall, it he had 
not time - enough, he would allow 
-him more. The Grand Maſter re- 
furn'd him thanks, but defir'd* no- 
thing more of him” then to" be 
mindtul of his promiſe. Thereupon 
Solyman remounted, and having 
view'd the Church of. St. John, re- 
farn'd to his Pavilion, 
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Upon 
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Maſter having taken- his leave of 
Solyman, and embark'd as many 
of © the choiceſt great Guns as 
the time would permit, attended 
by all the Knights, and as many 
of the beſt ot the Citizens, who 
rather choſe to follow his fortunes, 
then ſubmit to the Tyranny of 
the Turks, went aboard the Gal. 
leys appointed to carry the diſcon- 
ſolate Traine, and the beſt of their 
goods, and ſteer'd away for Candy. 


Thus did The Order of St. John 


looſe Rhodes, after they had held 
and maintain'd ir with ſo much 
conſtancy, ſo much Expence of trea- 
ſure, and loſs of blood, againſt the 
whole power of the Barbarous Ma- 
hometans, for the ſpace of two hun- 
and thirty years. 
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
